Mount Carroll, 111., May 12,—The 
b ulk of property, amounting to $606,000 
left b y Mrs. Caroline Mark, who died 
here ten days ago. is said to have b een 
L it for the founding of a home for aged 
arid indigent women. Foster daughters 
whom she had raised, b ut never legally 
aiopted, are said to have b een cut oil 
with nominal sums. 
The will was read on the day of the 
b :r al, to the memb er- of the family, 
b ut they, with Lawyer A. F. Wingert, 
who drew the will, have preserved si­ 
lence so well tha t no one knows the 
exact provisions of the 
instrument 
which will b e read in open court in 
June. 
ft is known, b eyond doub t, however, 
that Mrs. Mark willed the b ulk of the 
b ig estate to the founding in Mount 
Carroll of a home for aged indigent 
women. 
T ha t she should have b ecome 
a philanthropist and disposed of her 
wealth in such a b enevolent manner is 
re: arded here as a sort of contradic­ 
tion to her entire life, 
which was 
marked with a frugality tha t must 
have resulted in many self-sacrifices. 
Mrs. Mark accumulated this wealth 
as a result of farming and saving. 
James Markka native of Scotland came 
to Carroll county in the early ’50s, 
where he secured from the govern­ 
ment a tract, of land, which was added 
to from time to time as the years 
passed. 
Some years afterward 
he 
married Caroline Wade. 
No children 
were b orn to Mr. and Mrs. « Mark, b ut 
they “ took to raise” three girls. 
One 
of 
these, 
Gertrude, is married 
to 
Wayne Browning and the other. C a r­ 
rie, is the wife of Lewis Browning, 
b rother of W ayne. 
Annie is ctiii sin­ 
gle. 
One dark, stormy night in 18 67 Mark 
left town on horseb ack for his 
home. 
Ho was ob liged to cross on a b ridge 
the W aukarusa river, which 
Hows at 
the b ottom of a deep gulch within the 
town limits. 
Several days after 
his 
b ody was found at the b ottom of the 
river. 
It was supposed t ha t he had 
b een swept from the b ridge in the 
fierce s torm . 
Up to tha t time Mark, who had en­ 
gaged largely in stock-raising and c a t­ 
tle dealing, had amasseed a fortune of 
$*3,000. 
This was the amount of mo* 
ne,. 
and lands with which Mrs. Mark 
found herself possessed at the time of 
her husb and’s death. 
A former friend of 
Mark's was se­ 
lected b y the widow to m anage her es­ 
tate and affairs. 
His name was Henry 
Ashway. 
Some years after Ash way 
died and his executors turr ed over to 
Mrs. Mark $2*7,000 in cash, b onds and 
b ank stock and 1,500 acres of land val* 
ued all the way from $*0 to $100 an 
acre. 
Under A shw av’s m anagem ent 
the estate had b een so increased. A sh­ 
way, however, died possessed of con­ 
siderab le property and Mrs. M ark sued 
the Ash way 
eel ate on an 
alleged 
claim. 
Mrs. Mark presented an ite m ­ 
ized b ill of over $1,000,000. 
T he lower court found no cause for 
the action: 
It was carried to the A p­ 
pellate court whore the decision of the 
lower court was allirmed, the justice 
who wrote the opinion saying tha: 
he 
hoped his executors would rob hie es­ 
tate as Henry Ashway rob b ed M a r k ’s. 
T he widow settled with her lawyer for 
$1,500 and dropped it. 
In the meantime Mrs. Mark b rought 
up the children she had takoD under 
he r roof. 
In late years the widow had 
left the old farmhouse and moved to 
town, where on a main street had 
b een b uilt a plain dwelling. 
T here 
was no attemp at show. 
Indeed, such 
a tra it was ab solutely wanting in the 
life of an a c t i v e woman who lived to 
round out fourscore years. 
Here, with 
only the comforts of an ordinary home, 
she lived with “ the girls,’, She school­ 
ed them and gave them a home until 
two of them were married. 
But she 
had never, it is said, manifested any 
disposition to dispose, during her life­ 
time. ot her fortune for any b eneficent 
purpose. 
After her husb and’s death 
she is said to have settled in full with 
the heirs of her husb and, 
It is now a 
m atter of conjecture as to whether she 
has any heirs on her own side of the 
family and if she has. 
what, if any­ 
thing. she has b equeathed to them. 
T he three girls are said to have b een 
taked care of. b ut how is a m atter 
forming an exceedingly well-kept se­ 
cret. 
It is claimed tha t in her will Mrs. 
Marks directs that the indigent wo­ 
men of Carroll county first b o taken 
care of. 
If there is room for more then 
the homeless of the adjoining counties 
shall find shelter from the munificence 
of her endowment. 
The fund is so 
large tha t the income should b e suf­ 
ficient to house all who may come from 
several counties. 
T he executors of the estate are two 
of the foremost b usiness men of the 
town—O. F. McKinney and Fred S. 
Smith. 
Mount Carroll is located on the Chi­ 
cago, Milwaukee N St. Paul road, 127 
miles west of Chicago, and antedates 
Chicago b y several years.

While funds arc low, it is

lias so far expended more for cam ­ 
paign speeches than in any previous 
campaign and will put out more litera­ 
ture of this sort tha n was ever b efore 
circulated b y that party. 
T here is no 
lack of sub jects to b e spoken upon and 
the Repub licans arc sparing no effort, 
to get out innum erab le speeches on the 
financial, the Philippine and the Porto 
Rican q uestions, aside from speeches 
on local sub jects that arc circulated in 
certain states for the b enefit of state 
representatives and senators. 
While 
the financial q uestion is practically set­ 
tled, th<* party managers think it b est 
to get much financial talk b efore the 
people in order to convince them of 
the wisdom ot the recent act of con­ 
gress and also to » liset 
the 
silver 
speeches that arc b eing circulated b y 
the dem ocrats. 
The Philippines offer 
a fertile sub ject for b oth parties, and 
speeches oti all sides of that q uestion 
an- b eing spread b roadcast in profu 
si on. 
Some little attention is b eing 
given to the Porto It lean q uestion, and. 
as a rule. Repub licans, and especially 
administration 
Repub licans, 
are cir­ 
culating speeches in support of tin 
emergency b ill and claim that thesi 
speeches are b ringing ab out a general 
change of pub lic semiment in favor ol 
the Porto Rican tariff b ill.

Considerab le pressure is b rought .. 
b ear to secure financial assistance fron 
the committee 
for state campaigns, 
•b ut. as iu the past, there is much ob ­ 
jection to that practice. 
It has 
lot 
b een custom ary for the national com­ 
mittee to contrib ute to a state cam 
palgu lurthe r than the printing and 
distrib ution of campaign documents, 
and this practice will b e rigidly ad 
liered to this year. 
Senator Iianna. 
as chairm an of the Repub lican com­ 
mittee. has b een urged b y various state 
delegations to assist in their state < lec­ 
tions, b ut he has b een ob liged to de­ 
cline. 
He states to all such applicants 
that the funds are not even sufficient 
to print all the campaign material that 
is desired and necessary and that the 
various states will have to defray the 
expenses of their ow n campaigns. 
He 
says the national committee is q uite 
w illing to see that there arc1 ample sup­ 
plies of printed 
speeches for

state, b ut cannot insure speakers to 
take the stum p in the interest of any 
state ticket. 
Sim ilar representations 
are made b v C ha irm a n Jones of the 
Democratic committee. 
His people are 
also short of funds, and, while they 
deem it very essential to have a suffi­ 
cient am oun t of printed matter, they 
do not see their way clear to go in 
and take b old of state campaigns.

As usual in presidential years, inter­ 
est centers in the coming Jun e « » lection 
in Oregon, and b oth parties are w a tc h­ 
ing the outcome with interest.

put forth in the Octob er campaigns iu 
Ohio and Indiana, w hen the result in 
those states gave some indication of 
the contest in Novemb er.

This phosphorus is admirab ly 
adapted 
for renewing the 
essential 
nervous matter, lecithin, of the b rain 
an d spinaf cord. 
It is perhaps for the same reason 
rudely understood that old Scandina­ 
vian traditions represent the aj pie as 
the fruit of the gods, who, when they 
felt themselves to b e growing feeb le 
and infirm, resorted to this fruit for 
lei.cwing their powers of mind and 
b ony. 
Also the acids of the apple are 
of signal use for men of sedentary ha b ­ 
its, whose livers are sluggish n action, 
those acids serving t«> eliminate from 
the b ody noxious m a tte r whicn, if re­ 
tained. would make tin* b rain heavy 
and dull and b ring ab out jaundice or 
skin eruptions and other allied trou­ 
b les.
